SINGULAR CONVICTION. 


Panis, Dec. 5.—One of the principal cases 
tried at the Assizes for the Lower Charente has 
been that of a slater, named John Richard, ac- 
cused of the murder of a widow woman named 
Trimouille. The deceased resided at Rochelle, 
with her fwo nieces, Elizabeth and Mary Anne 
Rocher. The prisoner lived in one of the .ad- 
joining houses, had the reputation of a devout 
man, and was member of a religious association, 
to which the deceased also belonged. At eight 
o’clock in the evening of the 7th September last, 
the widow and her nieces retired torest. About 
half-past eight o’clock, the nieces, who slept in 
& separate room from their aunt, but on the same 
floor, heard a noise, which they took for that of 
a cat jumping from a window on the floor, but 
in half an hour after, hearing the steps of a per- 
son descending the stairs, and thinking it to be 
their aunt, they called to her, but received no 
answer. Alarmed at this circumstance, they got 
up, and went out into the staircase, where, 
finding the daar of tha aarvidar paper thar abs 
it. At the same time, hearing steps in the yard, 
they ran back to their room, from the window 
of which one of the nieces saw a man mounting 
a ladder to the roof of the house. They imme- 
diately cried out ** Fire!’’ soon after which the 
alarm bell of the neighbouring convent of Ursu- 
lines rung out, and a party of the National Guard 
came io the house, on entering which they found 
the widow Tremouille with her throat cut and 
quite dead. The Mayor and the King’s Procu- 
rator having soon after arrived, and hearing that 
the assassin had escaped by the roof of the house, 
sent for Richard, the slater, to go in pursuit of 
him. It was not till after repeatedly knocking 
at his door that Richard answered. He was 
made to go out upon the slates, but soon return- 
ed, saying it was useless to attempt searching, 
as the wind blew out his candle. ‘The niece 
who had seen the murderer making his escape 
described him as wearing a chesnut-coloured 
coat; and, on the candle being relighted, said it 
was the same colour as that worn by Richard, 
whose back was then towards her. When he 
turned round, and that she saw his face, she in- 
stantly exelaimed, “ There he is! That is the 
rourderer of my aunt.’’ 

On the Mayor observing that she ought not 
lightly to charge a man of his good character 
with so dreadful a crime, she said, ‘* rue, [ 
may mistake;’’ but, after looking at him again, 
she said, ‘* No, I donot deceive myself—I com- 
pletely recognize him.’’ At these words Richard 
turned pale, looked confused and merely said, 
in a faint and tremulous voice, “ There are 
many persons who wear the same coloured coat 
as I do.’’ From a knotted rope, which hung 
from a hayloft door down to the gutter to which 
the murderer had ascended, it was evident that 
he must have made his escape through the loft. 
On examining Richard, there was found in his 
hair and upon his clothes several blades of hay, 
also two spots of blood upon his shirt, and others 
on his face; on his left hand were also two re- 
cent cuts, and a portion of the skin rubbed off. 
On being ordered to place his hand on the 
bloody traces of one left on the wall of the 
staircase, he contracted the fingers in doing so 
—but on their being stretched out, they exactly 
covered the print of the hand. In the morning 
there were found in the gutter of the house the 
ladder which the murderer had drawn up after 
him, a hammer and a chisel, which were recog- 
nised to have belonged to Richard. At his 
house were found a recently-sharpened knife, 
gaiters, and shoes, with fragments of hay stick- 
ing to them, and concealed in a corner, a waist- 
coat, the left side of which was stained with 
blood. The knife was brought to the house of 
the deceased, and Richard was ordered to go 
through the details of the crime, as it was sup- 
posed to have been committed. He tucked up 
his sleeves, advanced his left leg close to the 
body, and seizing the chin of the corpse with 
his left hand, drew the knife with his right 
through the cuts in the throat. A physician 
who was present, remarked that the cuts on 
Richard's hand were parallel to those on the 
throat of the victim, who by a sudden move- 
ment, must have caused the knife to slip, and 
produce them. ; 

The King’s Procurator having observed to Ri-) 
chard that he had not told him to tuck up his; 
shirt sleeves, the prisoner answered, *‘ Why, 

would you wish me to stain them with blood a 
second time?” On examination bis wristbands 
were found to be stained with blood. The un-

LION HUNTING. 

From the description given me of the 
manver in which the Bushmen, in that part 
of the country, kill lions, it appears that they 
destroy that formidable animal much more 
quietly and expeditiously than even the 
marksman of the country can dispatch him 
by fire-arms. Inthe contests of the Bush- 
men with the hons, the reader must not ex- 
pect any thing like the prolonged struggle 
and noble daring which he may have else- 
where read of or seen described in the first 
volume of this work, by the landdrost Sterre- 
verg. After firing hundreds of shots, it is 
not necessary for the Bushinan in his own 
defence, to doff his kaross, and pierce the 
heart of his noble antagonist with an assavai 
or spear. He goes more quietly and sately 
to work. ‘To account for the superior suc- 
cess of the Bushmen in those desperate af- 
frays, we must begin our narrative by giving 
some account of the habits of the lion. ‘The 
hon, which in’ many points of his character 
resembles the dog, .differs from him in this, 
that his hearing is not so acute, and he isnot, 
for that reason, easily awaked. When a

‘The 
wolf and the tiger generally retire to the ca- 
verns and the ravines of the mountains, but 
the lion is most usually found in the open 
plain, and in the neighbourhood of the flocks 
of antelopes which invariably seck the open 
country, and which manifest a kind of instine- 
tive aversion to places in which their power- 
ful adversary may spring upon them suddenly 
and unexpectedly. It has been remarked of 
the lion, by the Bushmen, that he generally 
kills and devours his prey in the morning at 
sunrise, or atsunset. On this account, when 
they intend to kill lions, they generally no- 
tice where the spring-bucks are grazing at 
the rising of the sun; and by observing, at 
the same time, if they appear frightened and 
run off, they conclude that they have been 
attacked by the lion. Marking accurately 
the spot where the alarm took place, about 
eleven o’clock in the day, when the sun is 
3 nie 2) oh) ware le 16. gine 
posed to be fast asleep, they carefully ex- 
amine the ground, and finding him ina state 
of unguarded security, they lodge a _poison- 
ed arrow in his breast. ‘The moment the 
lion is struck, he springs from his lair, and 
bounds off as helpless as the stricken deer. 
The work is done ; the arrow of death has 
pierced his heart, without even breaking the 
slumbers of the lioness which may have been 
lying beside him ; and the Bushman knows 
where, in the course of afew hours, or even 
less time, he will find him dead, or in the 
agonies of death.—-Philip’s Researches.

THE DEAD RESTORED TO LIFE. 

A man named Arrucur Murpny, was 
brought before the Lord Mayor, charged 
with having attempted to commit a fraud 
upon the house of Messrs. Calvert and Co. 
under somewhat odd circumstances. 

It is usual at brewhouses, when an order 
is brought down from any customer, to give 





the bearer of the message a lunch at the 
neighbouring tap. ‘The prisoner was aware 
of this hospitable regulation, and feeling 
disposed to avail himself of it, walked down 
to the brewhouse, and ordered that several 
barrels of beer should be sent off forthwith 
to the King’s Head public-house in Duke’s 
court, Bow-street. Ile was received with 
great kindness, and presented with a ticket 
for the customary refreshment. It happen- 
ed, however, that the collecting clerk, who 
includes the public-house in question in his 
rounds, heard of the order, and knowing 
that the beer could not be required, ran 
over to the tap just in time to prevent the 
prisoner from disposing of the plentiful 
stock of bread and cheese and ale set be- 
fore him. It was soon ascertained, beyond 
question, that the falsehood was told for the 
purpose of obtaining the meal. 

Upon the prisoner’s person was found a 
aper, of which the following is a copy:— 
‘In aid of the funeral expences for the bu- 
rial of that worthy individual, Arthur Mur- 
phy, who was so much beloved by his friends 
and the public, we, the undersigned gentle- 
men, hereunto subscribe. Meux’s, Horse- 
shoe brew-house; Mr. Richard Latham, 
2l.; Mr. James Keene, 11.; Mr. T. Anns, 
11.; and Mr. Edward H. a promise.” 

It appeared from this document, and some 
further inquiry, that Mr. Murphy had per- 
suaded the gentlemen of the Meux’s brew- 
house, and some other persons, to believe 
that he had died of a broken heart, and that 
he contrived to live pretty comfortably by 
spreading the report ofhis death. Indeed, 
his appearance rendered him a very fit mes- 
senger from the regions of the grim tyrant. 
Some correspondence was also fuund upon 
him, which intimated that be had been levy- 
ing contributions for some time upon the 
humane and credulous, by different versions 
of distress. 

As the prisoner had not succeeded in ob- 
taining what is called at brewhouses “ the 
grub and bub,” he was discharged.—The 
Lorn Mayor advised him to desist from 
such courses, and assured him that, if he had 
succeeded he certainly should have been 





a very short time before he was knocked up to 


lof the amendment. 


It appears that the practice of carrying 
about false orders to breweries is a very 
frequent one. Upon one occasion a great 
house sent twenty barrels of beer to a dis- 
tance of four miles, at the command of a 
person of Mr. Murphy's character, who 
* grubbed and bubbed” at the brewer's ex- 
pence. It is needless to say that the whole 
quantity was returned.

The wheel to communicate mo- 
tion may be turned by a woman or evens child, 
when the machine drives only five or six ** cla» 
viers,’’ Or armures, composed each ef 
spindles. Each woman charged with the ow 
agement of a ‘‘clavier’’ constantly in me- 
tion, with her feet, a pedal which wosks a pum 
and which acting on the eight spindles of t 
** clavier,’’ draws the hemp and prodaces simul- 
taneously on them all, the effect ef the-left hand 
of a common spinner. Each ** clavier” of éi 
spindles is supplied by four distaffs, each furnish- 
ing two spindles at once, and all the * claviers’” 
are disposed in succession.—All the threads 
take the requisite moisture at the moment when « 
they are about to be twisted, in conduits forme 
ed for the purpose, besides a more constant and 
effectual pressure than that obtained by a we 
man pinning with a common wheel.

and how it is a depot of fat you will find in the 
Philosophical Transactions’’’ He heard this 
very attentively, and having passed mutual com- 
pliments, and being on very good terms with 
each other, he favoured me with his unresérved 
opinion. ‘I eee very clearly, sir, the applica- 
tion of this discovery to my case: this is an age 
of discoveries! the quantity of fat diffused over 
the body must be in proportion to the quantity 
in the depot; I must have a small caxcum! Now 
the question is—can we enlarge it? Perhaps I 
have no cecum!’’ 

We quite agreed upon the impossibility of 
supplying this defect; but as ‘“‘there is more in 
heaven and earth than we dream of in our philo- 
sophy,’’ my philesopher did not like to relinquish: 
all speculation on the subject. I considered the 
case beyond surgery. I am not sure that I might 
have been allowed to lock at the caput coli, 
though I have known an operation done on al- 
most as frivolous grounds. But when I told 
him that, according to the account of the cele- 
brated Hoffman, dogs became rapidly fat when 
their spleen was removed, and that Mr. Hunter 
once removed it from a wounded man, who did 
very well, there seemed to arise a lurking long- 
ing, as much as to say, ** I wish Mr. Hunter. had 
my splecn.’*—Wadd’s Comments.

That the memorialist states that he was ap- 
pointed a Brigadier General on 9th March, 1814, 
and a Majov General by brevet on 25th July, of 
the same year, for services set forth in the body 
of his commission; that General Brown, by vir- 
tue of his seniority in the highest grade in our 
service, that of a Major General, commanded 
the Army from June, 1821, to the time of his 
decease, in February, 1823; that, after General 
Brown’s death, General M.coimb being appoint- 
ed to fill his vacancy, with the rank of Major 
General, from 24th May, 1828, the President 
placed him in command over the Army, requi-

Staff officers bave no direct command over the 
troops; and they are the organs through which 
commands or instructions are communicated, or 
by which various duties necessary for the ope- 
rations of an army are performed, such as pro- 
viding subsistence, clothing, arms, &c. They 
are sometimes taken from the line, and some- 
times not. 
“ft is at all times competent for the com- 
mander, when he shal! judge that the good of 
the service requires it, to put an individual of 
the stati temporarily on lineal duties, that is 
when the individual holds rank in the line.”’— 
General Regulations of the Army, No. 125.— 
“© Officers of the staff having /ineal rank, or 
rank assimilated thereto, and officers of the 
line, without troops, may be assigned to fempo- 
rary and separate commands, correspondent to 
rank, by the General-in-Chief.’’"—Ib. No. 444. 
A brevet officer, as a brevet officer, has no di- 
rect or permanent command over troops: he 
may have a direct temporary command over 
“them, in a nuxed, detached body, as described 
in the 6tst article; but as soon as the parts of 
which the detachment is composed, join the re- 
giments to which they belong, the command of 
brevet ojlicers ceases. A brevet officer, also, 
has direct command over troops, so /ong as he is 
in the situation specified in the acts of Congress 
which have been cited. When not in these situ- 
ations, he has no other command than that 
which is attached to his lineal rank. An officer 
in the line, having a prior commission which he 
may have held, can have no command corres- 
ponding with that prior commission, excepting 
temporarily. ‘the meaning of *‘ rank in the line 
of the Army,’’ the committee trusts, has been 
sufficiently explained and illustrated. The only 
officers in the line of the -Irmy, according to 
its existing organization, are one major general, 
two brigadier generals, and a fixed number of 
colonels, lieutenant colonels, majors, captains, 
and subalterns. There are, nevertheless, two 
major generals, and several brigadiers, colonels, 
liewtenant colonels, majors, &c. &c. by brevet, 
who are not of the line, for the reasons already 
stated, and who could not be so, inasmuch as 
the act of 2d March, 1821, authorizes no great- 
er number of officers than as above enumerated, 
whereas the number of brevet officers is fre- 
quently changing. 

Where a detachment amounts to a regiment, 
composed of companies from different regiments, 
the highest officer of the line present would bea 
captain; where composed of battalions, the high- 
est officer of the same descripticn would be a 
major: where the detachment amotnts to a 
brigade, consisting of two regiments, the highest 
lineal officer would be a colonel. In all these 
instances, supposing the grades of the Officers 
to be no more than adequate to their commands, 
their would be no officer on duty whose lineal 
rank would give him the command of the regi- 
ment in the one case, or of the brigade in the 
other. Under these circumstances, therefore, 
the object of the 61st article is to give the com- 
raand of the detachment to the oldest officer 
present, whether of the line or otherwise. But 
in every situation in which the troops of the 
United States, as they are now organized, would 
be placed, the command of a mayor general of 
the line of the Army, would extend over the 
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Wiiere a detachment is composed of brigades, 
the 6st article does not apply; the 62d article 
then prescribes the rule, and its language is, 
that, ‘‘if upon marches, guards, &e. diflerent 
corps of the army (which comprehends brigades, 
divisions, corps d’armes, &v.) shall happen to 
join, &e. the officer highest in rank of the line 
of the 4rmy, marine corps, or militia, by com- 
mission there on duty, &c. shall command the 
whole, unless otherwise specially directed by the 
President, &c.

Your committee believes that every thing re- 
lative to brevet rank in the United States, is to 
be found in the Gist and 62d of the Rules and 
Articles of War, and in two acis of Congress of 
the 6th July, 1812, and the 16th of April, 1818. 
In the Glst article, it is enacted, *‘ that officers 
having brevets or commissions of a prior date to 
those of the regiment to which they serve, may 
take place in courts martial and on detach- 
ments, when composed of different corps, accor- 


dates of their former commissions: but in the re- 
giment, troop or company, to which such officers 
belong, they shall do duty, and take rank, both 
in courts martial and on detachments, which shall , 
be composed only of their own corps, according | 
to the commissions by which they are mustered 
in the said corps.’’ The act of 6th July, 1812,| 
authorizes the President to confer brevet rank| 
upon officers of the army who ‘‘shall distinguish 
themselves by gallant actions, &c., or who shall 
have served ten years in any one grade:’’ Pro- 
vided, that such officers ‘‘siall not receive addi- 
tional pay or emolument, except when comman- 
ding separate posts, districts, &c.’’ The act of 
16th April, 1818, declares that brevet officers 
shall receive the pay, &c. of their brevet rank, 
only when their command corresponds with that 
rank, and that, thereafter, no brevet commission 
shall be conferred, but by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. In the opinion of 
your Committee, the word ‘‘corps,’’ (which has 
various senses, both in its military and ordinary 
acceptation,) is intended in the 61st article of 
war to mean a regiment or regiments. The ar- 
ticle refers to ‘‘otlicers having brevets or com- 
missions of a prior date to those of the regiment” 
in which they serve; and in enumerating what 
may be comprehended in ‘ corps,’’ the expres- 
sions are ‘‘ regiment, troop, or company.’’ This 
interpretation of the word is corroborated by a 
decision of tha President of the United States, 
on the Ist July, 1816, in the following words:— 
‘* The terms regiment and corps, as used in the 
6lst article of war, will be considered as syno- 
nimous.’’—General Regulations of the Ariy, 
No. 18. 

In the 62d article of war, it is said: “If upon

Should the coinmittee have erred in its con- 
struction of the 62d Article of War, and should it 
be considered, that, under it, brevet officers, in 
common with officers of the line, may exercise 
the commands which are therein mentioned, it 
would not, therefore follow, that the oldest Ma- 
jor General, whether by brevet or otherwise, 
That article vests 
the power of selecting the commanding officer 
in the President. If a right to the command 
necessarily devolved upon the officer highest in 
rank, the power of selection, which the law has 
expressly given to the President, would be an- 
meaning and inoperative. 


Taking a general view of brevet rank, the Com- 
mittee neither regards it as merely honorary, or 
as equal to and identical with lineal rank. It is 
not merely honorary: for where the contingen- 
cies occur which are adverted to in the 61st ar- 
ticle a brevet officer has of right, the commands 
which are there given to him: he is, also, of 
right, entitled to the pay and emoluments 
which are allowed to, him by the acts of 1812 
and 1818; and under the 62d article, he is as eli- 
gible to the highest command in the Army as a 
lineal efficer. Brevet rank is not equal to or 
identical with lineal rank; because the existence 
of it is not necessary to the formation of any 
corps: for when a brevet officer dies or resigns, 
or is promoted, ouly the vacancy left by his line- 
al'rank is supplied; and because an officer, of 
higher rank, by his brevet, than a lineal officer, 
in the 1egular and permanent organization of the 
Army, would be commanded by the latter, if su- 
perior to him in lineal rank. So long as the 
corps of the Army are not broken into detach- 
ments; 0 long as they preserve their entire form- 
ation, a brevet officer, by the Rules and Articles 
of War, has no military functions to perform; 
and, under the acts of 1812 and 1818, except- 
ing in the situations therein described, he is 
equally without command, by virtue of his bre- 
vet comnulssion.

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Looking over the legal reports in one of 
our Lonxpon papers, our attention was ar- 
rested by a remarkably curious instance of 
mental disorder, in the case of a gentleman 
said to be of superior attainments and large 
fortune.

From Stewart's Discourses. 
LIBERTY. 
If there be a desire which glows more in- 
tensely than cvery other in the human breast, 
it is the desire of liberty. ‘The mind of man 
is naturally impatient of restraint and con- 
trol; and there is no privilege to which he 
more ardently aspires, than the privilege of 
acting as his own judgment and inclination 
may prompt, and of expressing freely and 
fearlessly his sentiments as they arise in his 
breast. This privilege the generous soul 
has always prized as dearer than even life 
itself; and on no page of history does the 
mind dwell with more delight and approba- 
tion, than on that which records the strug- 
gles, the conflicts, and the triumphs by which 
the yoke of oppression has been Lroken, and 
the liberty of nations has been vindicated 
and established. Freedom, indeed, is a 
blessing that will ever be most highly esti- 
mated where it is best undeistood. Habit 
may blunt the feelings of the slave to the 
galling chains of servitude, and may even 
repress in his heart the desire of liberty, his 
native birth-right. This is the most de- 
grading state to which man can be reduced. 
The hour that makes a man a slave, de- 
prives him of half his worth: the hour that 
reconciles him to his slavery completes his 
worthlessness, and renders it hopeless. In 
such a state all the noblest powers of the 
mind slumber in inactivity, all the finest feel- 
ings of the heart are extinguished, and the 
wretch, in human form, accustomed to pas- 
sive submission to another’s will, dares nei- 
ther to act, nor speak, nor think for himself, 
but becomes the ready and vile instrument 
of the purposes of another, how base or 
criminal! soever those purposes may be. On 
the other hand, the desire of liberty, like 
every other desire which our Creator has 
implanted in our breast, is ever apt, unless 
duly controlled, to run into excess. It too 
frequently breaks out into rebellion against 
all authority, or in a sullen contempt of 
power, which springs from envy, is fostered 
by ignorance, and engenders discontent, and 
which, neither guided by judgment nor sup- 
port by principle, is ready to plunge into all 
the extravagances of violence and misrule. 
True freedom is equally removed from the 
abject submission of the slave, and the tur- 
bulent insubordination of the headstrong 
and lawless. It respects the obligation by 
which society is held together; and guards 
no less carefully against the outrages of li- 
centiousness than against the tyranny of 
power. Such is the freedom which the wise 
and the good of every country have always 
prized as the first of earthly blessings. This 
freedom is the genial soil in which all the 
great qualities of human nature are fostered 
by their due nourishment, and flourish in 
their full vigour. This is the soil in which 
the mind puts forth all its energies, and pro- 
duces the rich fruits of genius and of wis- 
dom. This is the soil in which the best feel- 
ings and affections of the heart are cherish- 
ed, and all the generous and social virtues 
arise to adorn and gladden human hife.— 
Since freedom, then, is productive of such 
advantages, it is no wonder that, wherever 
it has been enjoyed, it should have been 
guarded with the most jealous vigilance, and 
that they who have been once deprived of 
it, should pant with eager impatience for its 
recovery.
